The application for purchasing a bank in Utah gives us a lot of concern in
our small bank.

Mixing banking and corrmerce is bad public policy. This could jeopardize the
impartial allocation of credit and create a conflict of interest. In the
Gramm-Leach-Bliley act, as I remember, Congress was against the mixing of
banking and commerce. Imagine a Wal-Mart Bank disfavoring small business that
compete with Wal-Mart and favoring Wal-Mart suppliers to bank with their
bank. .

Wal-Mart could drive out small community banks just as they did with small
community stores, and other small businesses. Where would that leave our
corrmuni ties.

The risk imposed by a Wal-Mart bank would be enormous. They already control
a vast amount of small businesses in our community. With a Wal-Mart Bank
in every store, it would represent a dangerous and unprecedented concentra-
tion of economic power in our community.
